neighbors. 
Cut whatever the cause 
there has su.Ueniy developed this ex­ 
traordinary demand for the “hot stuff." 
and there are carload orders from 
many ¡» arts of the country which can­ 
not be filled. 
Naturally the price of chilis has 
boomed. 
Last spring tho rate whole­ 
sale for red peppers was 10 cents a 
pound.
